Record $2,700,000 Budget Set 


Goes To Convention In November 


The Mississippi Baptist Convention Board, in an- 
nual business session Monday, adopted a record $2,- 
700,000 Cooperative Program budget for 1960-61. 

The new mission budget is an increase of $200,000 
over the current budget of $2,500,000 and will be pre- 







sented to the Mississippi Baptist Convention in Novem- 


ber for final approval, accord- 
ing to Dr. Chester L. Quarles, 
executive secretary-treasurer. 

The proposed Cooperative 
Program budget will, as in 
prior years, be divided into 
three general divisions, as fol- 
lows: Southern Baptist |Conven- 
tion causes, State causes and 
Canital needs. pos 

In the proposed budget, 
Southern Baptist Convention 
causes will receive $918,000.00, 
an increase of $68,000.00

He told the Executive Com- 
mittee Southern Baptists need 
such a fund to help disaster 
victims because Christ com- 
manded that his followers en- 
gage in ‘“‘good deeds.” 

In his editorial, James had 
declared that 9 and_ one. half 
million Southern Baptists 
“ought to be ashamed of what 
they have done for relief to 
the earthquake vistims of 
Chile.’’ At that time, $7500 had 
been made available.

Chile Relief 

| Gets $104,896 

The Southern Baptist Fore- 
ign Mission Board, in its Sep- 
tember meeting, appropriated 
$104,896.49 for relief and re-ha- 
bilitation in Chile, appointed 
nine new missionaries and re- 
appointed two others to bring 
the total foreign missionaries 
to 1,459, and announced that 
Dr. Franklin T. Fowler, mis- 
sionary to Mexico, will serve 
the Board as missionary asso- 
ciate for medical work during 
his year’s furlough from the 
mission field. 

Earthquake Relief 

The Chile Mission at first re- 
quested $100,000 in emergency 
relief to cope with the situation 
left by\last May’s devastating 
earthquakes. That figure was 
later revised to $125,150. The 
money was requested to care 
for.emergency human needs 
and to rehabilitate Baptist work 
in the affected zone. Two-thirds 
of all the Baptists in Chile live 
in the earthquake area, and 
about 60 Baptist churches are 
located there. 

The Foreign Mission Board 
had already sent $16,529.47 in 
relief funds to Chile. Persons 
attending the Baptist World 
Congress in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, contributed $2,387.85. 
Visitors to Chile, traveling to 
or from Rio, left $1,336.19 with 
the Mission treasurer. Substan- 
tial gifts in clothing and other 
commodities have been made 
by individuals and groups. 

Of the September appropri- 
ations, $16,198.86 came from 
relief funds and $88,697.63 from 
capital funds provided by the 
Cooperative Program. This 
brought the total to the $125,150 
requested by the Chile Mission.

New missionaries, their na- 
tive states, and fields of ser- 
vice are Walter E. Allen and 
Billie Metcalf Allen, both of 
Texas, appointed for East Af- 
rica; Carol Henson, Tennessee,

Rev. and Mrs. Harold P. 
Reeves were reappointed for 
service in Thailand. First ap- 
pointed in September, 1951, 
they did evangelistic work in 
Bangkok, Thailand, until they 
resigned in February, 1959. Mr. 
Reeves is a native of Louisi- 
ana; Mrs. Reeves, the former 
Rose Lengefeld, is a native of 
Texas. 

Dr. Cauthen said in his re- 
port: “It is important that we 
constantly strengthen all our 
efforts in laying the urgent 
needs for. more missionaries 
upon the hearts of Southern 
Baptists. Each year the over- 
seas Missions recommend ap- 
pointment of more than 700 
urgently needed missionaries. 
We have made it our purpose 
to appoint 150 missionaries in 
1960, but there is considerable 
question as to whether we will 
reach that number. It is ur- 
gently hoped that the possibil- 
ity of this shortage will occa- 
sion much examination of heart

Dr. H. Cornell rner, sec- 


retary for Africa, Europe, and 
the Near East, said in his re- 
port that the East Africa Mis- 
sion has voted to transfer Rev. 
and Mrs. Charles E. Evans 
from Mbeya, Tanganyika, to 
Bukwa, Uganda, as soon as 
residence permits can be se- 
cured. Long seeking an oppor- 
tunity to begin work in Ugan- 
da, the Mission took this action 
after receiving an appeal from 
African leaders in Bukwa, @ 
few miles from the Kenya 
border. 

Dr. Goerner also reported 
that the English-speaking con- 
gregation at Orleans, France, 
has doubled its attendance 
since Missionary Jack D. Han- 
cox was called as pastor. New 
English-speaking groups have 
been déveloped at Evreux and 
Chateauroux. In Tours &

Three hun- 
dred thousand people of the 
colony live in temporary, 
makeshift quarters with little 
protection from the cold weath- 
er.

Cost, incidently, played a 
major role in working our this 
program Reed said. 

“If we can’t give our people 
something equal to or better 
than what they now have, we 
shouldn't offer it, he told the 
committee. 

“To do this, cost for this pro- 
tection was a major factor.”

Baptist Executive Committee meeting in Nashville last 


week, about spiritual conditions among Southern Baptists. 

In a feature article on page three Dr. Duke} McCall, 
president of Southern Seminary, discusses the same mat- 
ters, calling attention to some problems facing Southern 
Baptists, and ‘urging for a new emphasis on the spiritual. 

Neither of these men is an excited alarmist, crying dis- 
tress when there is no reason. Neither are they opponents 
or critics of our Baptist program, for both are as loyal to 
Southern Baptist work as any men could be. They are 
simply taking an honest, frank lock at conditions as they 
exist among us, and expressing the feelings of their hearts. 
These men have struck a note that many of us have been 
feeling. Southern Baptists and Mississippi Baptists need 
to stop and take a long look at the spiritual condition of 
their churches and work. 

In his splendid book on Hosea, “The Heart and Holi- 
ness of God”, Dr. G. Campbell Morgan has a chapter on 
“Unconscious Decadence”. Using as a text Hosea 7:9 “Gray 
hairs are here and there upon him, and he knoweth it 
not”, this great Bible expositor shows the unconscious 
spiritual decay that had come upon Israel. 

Have Southern Baptists slipped into a spiritual decline 
without realizing it? Have we been so busy promoting 
programs and plans that we have failed to emphasize the 
more important spiritual relationships? There is nothing 
wrong with programs and plans. We believe in them. 
There must be organization, promotion, training and goals. 
Southern Baptist progress has been phenomenal because 
we have planned largely and wisely, and promoted effec- 
tively in evangelism, missions, stewardship, teaching ete. | 
With all of these, however, we must never overlook the | 
fact that our deepest need is for Spirit-filled, Spirit-empow- 

ered, Spirit-led churches and people. If we do not have | 
the leadership of God’s Spirit, all efforts, programs and 
plans will be in vain. 

Dr: Morgan calls attention to the experience of Samson 
when “He wist not that the Spirit of God had departed 
from him”, (Judges 16:20). This tragic condition must not 
be experienced by Southern Baptists. It is imperative 
that every pastor, every church leader, and every denom- 
ination leader be filled and led of the Spirit, or our chur- 
ches, institutions, programs and plans will ultimately fail. 

Is it not time for us to do some deep heart searching? 
Is it not time to face our condition as it is? If we are in a 
spiritual decline, there is only one remedy, We must repent 
and turn to God, so that He may cleanse us and fill us, 
that we may be fit instruments in His hands, to do His 
work. 

If we fail to do this, no matter how large our plans, | 
or how great our efforts, we shall see decline and not ad-| 
vance, defeat and not success. It will not matter how im- 
pressive our numbers, how big our programs, or even how 
loyal we are to the Word of God, for without the Spirit 
we will be nothing. 

As we face the challenges of the sixties, let us) tarry 
with the Lord until we are filled with His power, and then | 
go forth in His strength, as He leads. If we do this the most 
glorious: days of Southern Baptists are not in the past. 
They are just ahead.

QUESTION: My nineteen

ANSWER: After I had talked 
with her about the kind of per- 
son who-makes a good mate 
and what real loye means, I

“Daughter, there are many 
sincere Christians in this world 
who will. say or think that if 
you marry a divorced man, 
you will be living in adultery. 
There will be times when you 
may be embarrassed in church 
or in Sunday School classes 
because some honestly inter- 
pret the Scriptures to mean 
that a divorced person should 
never marry. Be prepared for 
this, and don’t let it hurt you 
or make you turn against the 
Lord’s church. 

“Now, you should know also 
that the majority of Christians 
will not sit in judgment on you, 
but will accept you as a sin- 
cere, true believer, 

“Frankly I do not know what 
you ought to do. The Bible 
seems to be opposed to divorce, 
but once it has occurred (for 
whatever reason) it does not 
seem to me that our gentle, 
kind Saviour would doom a 
person to a life of loneliness 
and celibacy. If I were you, 
I would read my New Testa- 
ment for myself, look at the 
total picture of Christ and his 
teachings, not at one or two 
verses that bear.on this sub- 
ject; then I would decide, after 
prayer, what I think would be 
the will of God in this matter.

I have been hoping that some- | 
one would make a study to see | 
why such a thing could hap- 
pen within the highly e¢vange-

The Problem 

These two surveys reported 
that Okiahome had 135 church- 
es with no baptisms and Arkan- 
gas reported 177 churches with 
ho baptisms.

Tt seers this is a tetribly 
large number of churches and

A significant proportion of 
these churches had part-time 
preaching. Oklahoma reported 
much fewer of these—only 21 
per cent, whereas in Arkansas 
those with half-time or quar- 
ter-time preaching totaled 48 
per cent. 

These churches are smail 
churches. In one state 65 per 
cent, in the other 68 per cent 
had less than one hundred to- 
tal members. This would in- 
dicate that they had not only 
small membership and small 
organizations, but aiso small 
buildings. In fact, from 50 to 
58 per cent of the churches 
had four classrooms or less.

school program.

Evangelistic Potential 

We were interested in the 
evangelistic potential of the 
church, for jt might be that 
some churches have practical- 
ly none who are prospects to 
be won. In response to this in- 
vestigation, jt was discovered 
that from 6 to 67 per cent 
of the churehes reported fair, 
800d, or exellent evangelistic 
potential. This would seem to 
indicate that in the ‘majority 
of the Cases at least, there

In all of thé survey 
we found 207 revivals conduct- 
ed last year py these 9312 
churches.

This creates 
a perplexing problem because

Many of these pastors 
are\ tied down with extra-pas- 
toral duties. _Théy must have 
more adequate income from 
the churches in order to give 
more time to the work of 
Christ before these problems 
can be resolved. 

It is curious, however, that 
so many have Sunday schools, 
and yet evangelism, one of the 
major purposes of the Sunday 
schbol, fails to be achieved. 
If these 312 churches could 
have baptized in the same 
ratio as the average of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, 
they would have won approxi- 
mately 1,000 members last 
year. Surely we cannot be 
Satisfied to allow this kind of 
conditions to continue perma- 
nently in Southern Baptist life. 





Heart Attack 
Claims Baptist 


News Writer 


FORT WORTH —(BP)—Cul- 
lum E. Greene, 64, / political 
writer for the Fort Worth Star- 
Telegram and outstanding Bap- 
tist\ layman, died at his home 
here of @ heart attack. 

Greene was the recipient of 
the first annual Press Award 
for Christian service in the 
field of journalism presented 
by the Baptist General Con- 
vention of Texas. 

Funeral services were held 
at the Broadway Baptist 
Church in Jost Worth Sept. 25. 

















There is a moment for calm 
analysis and sober speech. 
about the religious issue in the 
current political campaign. 
That moment has surely come. 
All words and actions in this 
moment must be devoid of bit- 
terness and fanaticism. It 
should be remembered that our 
organization is educational and 
that is has a permanent aim— 
the preservation of the Ameri- 
can tradition of the separation 
of Church and State. 

We have consistently criti- 
cized literature expressing re- 
ligious bigotry and scandal. 
Warnings regarding trash of 
this sort have frequently gone 
out from our headquarters. We 
have opposed the formation of 
any political party based on 
religious blocs in the popula- 
tion. We do not support or op- 
pose any specific candidate or 
party in this or ‘any election. 
Our members’ include Repulli- 
cans, Democrats and indepen- 
dents. We want all of them to 
remain loyal to our purpose re- 
gardless of their political pref- 
erence in this. election. 

NEVERTHELESS we cannot 
avoid recognition of the fact 
that one Church in the United 
States, the largest Church oper- 
ating on American soil, official- 
ly supports a world-wide policy 
of partial union of Church and 
State wherever it has the pow- 
er. to enforce such a policy. 
In the United States the bis- 
hops of this Chruch have spe- 
cifically rejected the Supreme 
Court’s interpretation of the 
separation of Church and State. 

In their statement, ‘The 
Christian in Action,” Nov.21, 
1848, they declare that the Su- 
preme Court’s interpretation of 
the First Amendment has re- 
duced separation of Church 
and State to ‘The shibboleth 
of doctrinaire secularism.” 
They then state: “We, there- 
fore, hope and pray that the 
novel interpretation of the First 
Amendment recently adopted 
by the Supreme Court will in 
due process be revised. To 
that end we shall peacefully, 
patiently and perseveringly 
work.”’ 

The bishops have further 
committed themselves in this 
pronouncement to an interpre- 
tation of the Constitution which 
would permit tax support for 
séctarian schools. 


Church and State 

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
Church is both a Church and a 
State. It has political repre- 
sentatives at 42 of the world 
capitals and has many Church 
political parties. The newest of 
these is a Catholic Party called 
“Christian Action’? now opera- 
tive in Puerto Rico. 

We cannot forget that the 
Roman Catholic Church has 
forbidden its members in the 
most specific language to “*sup- 
port any public assistance, 
either at home or abroad, to 
promote artificial birth pre- 
vention,” and that its Canon 
Law denies to its members the 
right to send their children to 
American public schools with- 
out special permission. 

Canon Law 1374 reads: 
“Catholic children may not at- 
tend non-catholic, neutral or 
mixed schools, that is, those 
which are open also to non- 
Catholics, and it pertains ex- 
clusively to the ordinary of the 
Place to decide, in accordance 
with instructions of the Holy 
See, under what circumstances 
and with what precautions 
against the danger of perver- 
sion, attendance at such 
schools may be tolerated.’” 
(Bousearen and Ellis, Canon 
Law, P. 704. : 

These policies are clearly in- 
consistent with the American 
concept of separation of Church 
and State, and, to the extent 
that any candidate supports or 
endorses them, he is unhfitted 
for the Presidency of the Unit- 
ed States. To the extent that he 
fepudiates these policies and 
demonstrates his independence 
of clerical control, he is en- 
titled to our praise and encour- 
agement. 

We have repeatedly praised 
the candidate of Roman Cath- 
olic faith in this for 
declaring frankly that basic 
government financial support 
for parochial schools is uncon- 


















We remain uneasy about the 
persistent denial of religious 
liberty to nen-catholics in some 
Roman Catholic countries such 
as Colombia and Spain, for we 
know that the Roman Catholic 
church is everywhere commit- 
eed to the doctrine that ‘‘error 
has no rights’ theoretically. 

We know that in Spain 22 
protestant churches open for 
worship under the republic 
have since been closed by po- 
lice and remain closed. We 
know that the Protestant sem- 
inary in Madrid was closed by 
police and cannot obtain per- 
mission to reopen. We know 
that two-thirds of the area of 
Colombia has been ‘‘Roped off” 
from Protestant activity and 
more than 200 Protestant 
schools in this territory have 
been closed by police. 

What effect, we wonder, 
would the election of a Roman 
Catholic as President have up- 
on goverhments which practice 
such suppression with the 
knowledge and cooperation of 
the Vatican? To ask Protestant 
and Jewish people to take a 
light view of this matter, or to 
disregard it entirely, is to be 
unrealistic. For us this is a 
matter of selfpreservation., 

Section Commended 

WE COMMEND that séction 
of the press which has forth- 
rightly and maturely dealt with 
the religious issue in this cam- 
paign, We regret the evasive 
journalism which, in other 
cases, has declined to face its 
responsibility in this respect. 

Some editors do not even 
recognize the elementary fact 
that one Church in the United 
States has for centuries pur- 
sued a policy of partial union 
of Chureh and State, and that 
the adoption of such a policy 
in this country would be a ca- 
lamity of the first magnitude. 

When a candidate belongs to 
an organization which cham- 
pions such a polity, it is not 
bigotry or prejudice to exam- 
ine his credentials with the ut- 
most care and frankness, and 
to ask how far his commitment 
g06s. 

We leave it to our members 
to decide for thémselveés, on 
the basis of all the evidence, 
whether the election of a Ro- 
man Catholic would promote or 
hinder the historic American 
principle of Church-State sepa- 
ration. 

We recognize that millions of 
Roman Catholics in the United 
States are not only loyal to 
this American principle, but 
are also patriotic citizens. We 
also recognize that there are 
other issues in this campaign 
beside the Church-State issue, 
and that it is the duty of the 
voters to choose the man they 
consider best fitted to meet all 
the exacting demands of the 
office.
